Richard Lees 
Named Chief 
CD. Warden 


Appointment of Richard W. 
Lees to the post of chief ward¬ 
en was announced this week 
by Sierra Madre’s associate di¬ 
rector of civil defense, Dr. Dan 
D’Arcy. 

Lees, a native Sierra Madre- 
an, recently joined Realtor Har¬ 
ry A. Lange in an insurance 
partnership after being in the 
insurance business in other 
Southland communities since 
1942. He is the son of W. R. 
“Bill” Lees, Sierra Madre’s 
building inspector. 

In his new civil defense post, 
Lees will be responsible for the 
creation of a complete block 
warden organization for the 
city. 

“Dick and I are particularly 
anxious to get the warden 
service organized and trained,” 
Dr. D’Arcy said, “since more 
and more civil defense leaders 
believe each community should 
be able to take care of its own 
problems in case of emergency 
—wdrether it be sneak attacks, 
earthquakes, floods or other 
natural catastrophies. 

“For example, a revised civil 
defense survival plan has been 
adopted in Los Angeles to re- 
place the former evacuation 
method. There, the CD Director, 
Col. Richard F. Lynch, said the 
new thinking discards the idea 
that 5,000,000 persons can be 
quickly evacuated from an area 
hemmed in by oceans and 
mountains and with only rela¬ 
tively few highways leading 
out of the Los Angeles basin. 

“This has long been our 
thinking in Sierra Madre—that 
evacuation should be replaced 
by self-help. Consequently, Lees 
hopes to organize and train the 
many volunteers needed to pre¬ 
pare Sierra Madre to take care 
of its own problems in the 
event of a catastrophe. If we 
are in an unharmed area, these 
same volunteers could immedi¬ 
ately begin working in a dev¬ 
astated neighboring area.”

Virginia Pittinger, for several

More than 30 persons representing many of the civic organi¬ 
zations of Sierra Madre were present for the first official meeting 
of the Civic Affairs Association held at the Highland Avenue 
school Monday night 

John H. Curtis, realtor, was 
elected chairman of the group 
with John A. Dewar, vice chair¬ 
man; Mrs. Paul Sheldon, secre¬ 
tary, and Aaron (Pat) Glaser, 
treasurer. 

“Many facets of civic better¬ 
ment will be covered by the 
new organization,” Mr. Curtis 
told his audience. “A full meet¬ 
ing will be called at an early 
date when the services of all 
public spirited men and women 
will be sought,” he said. 

F*irst action of the associa¬ 
tion was the presentation of a 
resolution to the School Board 
of Trustees recommending that 
another school tax election be 
called asking for a 55-cent in¬ 
crease in school tax rate. Later 
in the evening, the school board 
set Jan. 31, 1956, as the date for 
the election. 

The association emphasized 
that their decision was made 
after more than two months of 
study and deliberation on the 
reasons for the curtailment of 
some school services after the 
recent defeat by the voters of 
a requested incease. 

According to the association, 
the following facts were deter¬ 
mined after they had conducted 
an investigation with open 
minds: 

The budgeted dollar amount 
per pupil is woefully “below” 
the Los Angeles County aver¬ 
age. 

Only four school districts in 
the county have a lower school 
tax rate. It is known that two 
of these are heavily endowed 
with oil properties, and one has 
been taken over by the State. 

The present 90c tax rate 
adopted in 1934 is inadequate 
for the inflationary days of 
1955. 

Now that bus service is dis¬ 
continued, children are required 
to walk long, dangerous dis¬ 
tances to school. 

No hot, noonday meal can be 
provided by the cafeteria. 

Teaching of music has been 
eliminated. 

Deterioration of the Highland 
building will become a menace 
to health. 

Inevitably, educational stand¬ 
ards soon will be lowered. 

Research also revealed that 
the many new homes now be¬ 
ing built will house a much 
larger proportion of children 
than the older homes of the 
city, necessitating soon an esti¬ 
mated increase of $25,000 in the 
budget. The new homes may 
average almost one pupil each, 
against the present average of 
one pupil for each four homes.

On Postmaster’s Color Spree 


Charles E. Louk, our local 
postmaster, is going on a spree. 
But he is not going to paint 
the town all red, and presum¬ 
ably, his “bender” has the full 
sanction of Mrs. Louk. He in¬ 
tends a mild form of merry¬ 
making by painting the town’s 
mail boxes a gay red, white 
and blue.

After many years of a 
nationwide drab green, the 
Postmaster General authorized 
the festive colors for all local 
postmasters who wished to 
have them.

A Warner Brothers crew on 
location to film sequences for

He 
refused to budge for anything 
or anybody, saying, “But I al¬ 
ways get it fight here.” So they 
stopped everything, rolled back 
the camera and lights, cleared 
spectators and chairs out of the 
way, and brought a cab right 
up to the front steps where the 
old soldier was standing. After 
this experience, they shot the 
interior scenes from 12 mid¬ 
night to dawn, when all retired 
generals are supposed to be 
in bed.

Safety belts in American au¬

Illinois — already has a law 
prohibiting the sale of new 
model autos unless they have 
belt attachments as standard 
equipment. Gov. Ed Johnson of 
Colorado recently included a 
similar measure in a far-reach¬ 
ing safety program he plans to 
take before the legislature. 

One of the biggest boosts 
that safety belts have received 
is the announcement the other 
day by a large California in¬ 
surance underwriter that, effec¬ 
tive immediately, it will cut the 
cost of its conventional auto 
insurance by 10 per cent for 
policy holders who install two 
front seat safety belts. It is in¬ 
teresting to note that the com¬ 
pany does not require proof 
that the belts be used. It is 
confident that the psychologi¬ 
cal effect of their presence will 
assure their use. 

Whatever the means — law, 
financial inducement, psychol¬ 
ogy—it is encouraging to see 
the growing awareness that 
something must be done to cut 
down the terrible, costly toll of 
lives due to highway accidents.

does well in near desert areas 
and withstands salt air . . . all 
of which makes it very adapt¬ 
able. It reaches 60 to 100 feet 
with a 20-foot spread. 

Pistacia Chinensis or Chinese 
Pistache produces vivid red 
hues in the autumn, its 
leaves remaining long enough 
to be cut and used in fall 
branch arrangements. Pest free, 
long living and decidous the 
Pistache grows to 40 or 60 feet 
with a 30-to-50-foot spread. 

All-round fall color interest 
is provided by the Oriental Per¬ 
simmon (Diospyros Kaki). De¬ 
ciduous and slow-growing the 
Persimmon reaches 20 to 40 
feet; its leaves are leathery 
and dark green turning yellow 
and red in the fall. Fruit of 
bright orange ripens after the 
leaves have fallen. Provide rich 
soil for fruit production.

SHADE TREES FOR 
FALL COLOR 

Part of California's special 
appeal it its comparative lack 
of cold, chillling winter weath¬ 
er. But because of its general 
climatic mildness there is lack¬ 
ing, too, the widespread chang¬ 
ing of colors of shrubs and 
trees that herald fall’s arrival 
in other areas of the country. 

The California Association of 
Nurserymen points out, how¬ 
ever, that fortunately there are 
several trees growing in Cali¬ 
fornia that will provide bright 
fall color. One of the most 
popular is the Kinkgo Biloba or 
Maidenhair Tree. The sole re¬ 
maining member of a Chinese 
family of trees the Ginkgo fea¬ 
tures fan-shaped leaves that 
blossom light green in spring 
and turn a golden yellow in 
the fall. The deciduous Gingko 
grows in an airy manner, is 
adapted to all areas of the 
state (varying in height in 
each) and presents no serious 
pest or disease problems. Nuts 
of the Ginkgo are edible; plant 
only the male and to be sure 
of the tree’s sex find a Gingko 
from cuttings or grafts. 

Another lovely fall perform¬ 
er is the Liquidambar Styra- 
ciflua or Sweet Gum. Also de¬ 
ciduous it displays maple-like 
leaves that are soft green in 
spring and turn to shades of 
yellow and red come fall. The 
Liquidambar is hardy to zero,

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water in the very early forma¬ 
tive years. . 

When fluorine Is not present 
in the drinking water, naturally 
or otherwise, it is estimated 
that by the time children have 
nearly all of their permanent 
teeth, which is around 14 years 
of age, 40 per cent already 
have had at least one extraction. 
At the age of 16, the average 
boy or girl has seven teeth 
either missing, decayed or fill¬ 
ed. It would therefore appear 
that fluoridation is a most val¬ 
uable tool in preventive den¬ 
tistry. What then are the ob¬ 
jections to it? 

One of the frequently heard 
arguments against fluoridation 
is the claim that it is injurious 
to health and may even, In 
the course of time be the cause 
of such disorders as cancer, 
nephritis, heart disease and 
brain damage. Each such pos¬ 
sibility has been carefully in¬ 
vestigated by competent scien¬ 
tists and each charge found 
worhless. The fact is that 
fluorine is already present in 
the water of hundreds of areas 
in the country and has been 
used by approximately four 
million persons for many years 
without causing any ill effects 
whatsoever. 

As with magnesium, iron, 
copper, lead and other minerals 
present ih water larger 
amounts than trace quantities 
of fluorine may eventually pro¬ 
duce undesirable physiological 
effects. For this reason, the

Boys Republic 
Needs Support 

An urgent appeal was issued 
today by Boys Republic, well- 
known boys farm school near 
Pomona, for recreational proj¬ 
ects sponsored by service clubs 
and other organizations. 

Frank Graves, director of the 
240-acre farm school, said the 
school’s students are greatly in 
need of sponsored field trips 
and camping trips, tickets to 
sports events, music events and 
other activities outside the 
school’s regular study program. 

“In contrast to correctional 
methods employed in the past, 
it’s now known that proper rec¬ 
reation is a vital factor in giv¬ 
ing a person the correct outlook 
in life, in helping him to fit 
into society once more,” Graves 
said. “Instead of the stern 

spare-the-rod-spoil-the-child at¬ 
titude of the past we’ve found 
that a feeling of friendship and 
of being wanted can help a 
youth infinitely more.” 

Boys Republic, which has 
130 teen-agers enrolled for the 
past semester, is famous for the 
work it has done in the past 
half century for nearly 5000 
youths “who needed a second 
chance.” 

Less than 5 per cent of the 
boys who have attended the in¬ 
stitution have been in trouble 
with the law after leaving the 
school. 

Although the school has cer¬ 
tain vocational courses and 
recreational activities to sup¬ 
plement the school’s academic 
course, Graves said there was 
an acute shortage of activities 
which take the youths “away 
from the school to mingle with 
other people.” 

“It's this outside activity 
which we need so badly,” he 
said. “We have some such 
projects sponsored by service 
clubs and other groups, but we 
need a lot more.”

Safety’s Four 
Traffic Rules 

Four types of traffic viola¬ 
tions cause 62 per cent of all 
traffic accidents, according to 
Commissioner B. R. Caldwell of 
the California Highway Patrol. 
They are violation:, of the rules 
covering speed, right-of-way, 
improper turns and drunk driv¬ 
ing. 

“During the first seven 
months of this year 1,777 per¬ 
sons lost their lives in Califor¬ 
nia traffic accidents,” Caldwell 
continued. “This is an increase 
of 8.5 per cent compared to the 
same period in 1954 and is in¬ 
dicative of the continued dis¬ 
regard of the consequences of 
violating traffic rules. 

“Traffic laws are safety rules 
designed to protect life and 
property,” he said. “Far too 
many drivers develop a habit 
of cheating on the traffic laws. 
This cheating will sooner or 
later lead to an accident and, 
frequently, injury or death.” 

“In the interest of personal 
safety it would be well for 
every driver to check his traffic 
habits using the vehicle code as 
a measuring stick with special 
attention given to the four 
types of violations mentioned.” 
he concluded.

STATUTE OP FRAUDS 

Is a word of mouth contract 
any good? Much business is done 
by enforceable oral contracts. 
When you tell the gas station 
man to “fill 'er up” you are 
agreeing to pay for the gas. And 
such an oral contract is enforce¬ 
able. 


But as long ago as 1677, the 
English parliament saw that 
some types of contracts lend 
themselves easily to fraud. So 
they passed an act called the 
Statute of Frauds. The act said 
that certain debts and contracts 
—to be enforceable—had to be 
written and signed by the one 
who was to pay. The writing pro¬ 
visions aimed to protect each 
party against false claims by the 
other. 

California, like other states, 
has adopted provisions of this 
old statute. They name certain 
contracts that must be in writ¬ 
ing for courts to enforce them. 

You generally cannot be held 
for the debt of another unless 
you sign a paper that says so. 
This also holds if you are execu¬ 
tor or administrator of a dead 
person's estate. Courts cannot 
hold you to pay a dead man's 
debts with your own money un¬ 
less you say so in writing. 

Contracts to sell land or any 
interest in it should be in writ¬ 
ing. Any agreement which, by

its terms, cannot be carried out 
within a year from the time it is 
made, should be in writing, for 
example, a 16 month lease on a 
house. 

Agreements where marriage is 
part of the bargain, to be enforce¬ 
able, must be ill writing. Suppose 
John promises Jane $10,000 if 
she will marry him. Jane must 
have the agreement in writing j 
and signed by John to hold him 
to his promise at law. 

But suppose John gives Jane 
$10,000 before the wedding, rely¬ 
ing on her promise to marry 
him. And then Jane refuses to 
marry him or both agree not to * 
marry. In this case, John may 
get his $10,000 back whether or | 
not the agreement was in writ- | 
ing. John may recover all his 
money, or as much as the court 
or jury finds is a just amount. 

Mutual promises to marry— 
written or not—cannot be en¬ 
forced at law in California. Since 
1939, our state has not recog¬ 
nized such “breach of promise | 
actions. 

So, though most oral contracts 
are good at law, those we have 
listed should be in writing if you 
want the courts to enforce them. 
But when much is at stake, put 
your contract in writing anyway. 
Avoid the chance for fraud—or 
honest misunderstanding.

Constitution Week will be 
observed from Sept. 17 through 
Sept 23 as a result of an ap¬ 
proved resolution which was 
sponsored by Senator William 
Knowland and Representative 
Edgar W. Hiestand, both of 
California. The resolution in¬ 
vites the people of the United 
States to observe Constitution 
Week in schools, churches and 
other suitable places with ap¬ 
propriate ceremonies and ac¬ 
tivities. 

Only recently Rep. Hiestand 
appealed through the press to 
citizens to write letters urging 
that the Constitution Week res¬ 
olution be approved, for it had 
not been reported out of the 
House Judiciary Committee at 
that time. The Californian ex¬ 
pressed alarm that “although 
there is a United Nations Week, 
there is no time singled out 
when we draw attention to our 
own invaluable United States 
Constitution, which limits big 
Government and protects each 
American citizen from tyr¬ 
anny.” 

After passage of the resolu¬ 
tion, Rep. Hiestand said, ‘‘I 
want to thank the press, par¬ 
ticularly, for splendid support 
of what Senator Knowland and 
I have been trying to do to 
move this resolution out of 
committee. The resolution by 
California’s dynamic Senator 
Knowland passed the Senate 
and then came directly to the 
House floor for passage. 

“This will provide an oppor¬ 
tunity for us to reflect on the 
great value of our Constitution. 
No other document in history 
has been so important in pre¬ 
serving individual liberty and 
providing a framework within 
which the greatest nation the 
world has ever known could de¬ 
velop through the free action 
of the individual citizens. I 
hope that various organizations 


and particularly the schools 
will take advantage of this op¬ 
portunity to pay tribute to this 
great social contract.”
